The present invention concerns a cofleo 

JO Coffee* 1 percolators are known in which 
the body is provided with a spout for pour- 
ing out and generally a handle. Certain 
percolators are provided with a container 
having a perforated base for receiving an 
15 amount of ground coffee. 

To produce coffee such a percolator is 
placed on a gas or electric Stove or some 
other heating means. Jx has been asoertamed 
that such a percolator does not completely 
20 satisfy all the requirements of the con- 
sumers because it cannot be used if they 
have no gas or electric stove. The majority 
of buildings do, however, now possess a sup- 
ply of electricity and power points. 
25 Known percolators also have the disad- 
vantage that the user after having placed the 
percolator on the stove or lire may forget 
about it so that if this happens and all the 
water evaporates, the metal percolator is

exist in percolators of the Icind having an 
electrical heating element contained within 
the body of the percolator since when such 

35 a percolator is inadvertently used with 
sufficient water to cover the Iwafeng ele- 
ment there is the danger of melting of the 
solder of the beating element or other 
damage which would make the percolator 

40 at least temporarily ageless. 

In one known construction of coffee per- 
colator embodying a single water container 
including an infaser member and a djs-

ciiarge nozzle the container is furnished with 
a multiplicity of electrodes electrically con- 45 
nested respectively to contacts through 
which various electrical circuits in series or 
in parallel may be supplied from a source 
of supply of electric current, whereby when 
tho electrodes are submerged in the Hquid 50 
to be heated various degrees of intensity of 
electrical heating may be applied to said 

Suid, the electric current being automatic- 
y cut-off when the liquid in the container 
has been evaporated so uncovering the elec- 55 
trodes and leaving no path for passage of 
electric current. In this percolator Ac 
infused coffee is forced upwards by pressure 
of steam generated in the container and 
discharged through the beforeaaentioned 60 
nozzle. Moreover this construction of 
coffee percolator is not mobile being of 
stable construction and provided with a 
cover or lid adapted to be clamped in posi- 
tion by means of a pivoted stirrup and a *> 
screw threaded spindle requiring forcible 
manual manipulation when access to the 
interior of the container is desired. 

The present invention provides a portable 
coffee percolator which has none of the 7V 
aforementioned disadvantages. 

The present invention provides a portable 
coff8e percolator including a lower part 
mrrviding a water container forming an 
infusion chamber and furnished with an 7> 
infusor element for receiving ground coffee 
and embodying a filter, and an upper part 
providing a container for waving the 
infused coffee beverage* said container being 
formed with a centrally located percolator 80 
funnel, and also having a spout, a hinged 
lid and a handle, the two parts being remov- 
ably attached together by a bayonet joint 
connection, the percolator being character- 
ised in that the water container is fiirniahed 85 
with a pair of electrodes connectable to a

WHAT I CLAIM IS: — 
I. A portable coffee percolator include 
15 ing a lower part providing a water contamer 
forming an infusion chamber and furmshed 
with an inPusor element Cor receiving ground 
coffee and embodying a filter, and an upper 
part providing a container for receiving the 
20 infused coffee beverage, said container being 
formed with a centrally located percolator 
runnel, and also having a spout* a hinged 
fid and a handle, the two parts being remov- 
ably attached together by a bayonet jorat 
25 connection, the percolator being charac- 
terised in mat the water container is 
furnished with a pair of electrodes connect- 
able to a source of supply of electric current 
whereby with the container bang filled 
30 with water and the ejectno current 
being switched on the electric current passes 
through the water which is, of course, a 
conductor, from one electrode to the other 
so heating the water by electrohuc action, 
35 and as the depth of water falls and the 
electrodes become partially uncovered the 
intensity of current ie. amperage, flowing 



through the water diminishes until when the 
electrodes are fully uncovered no current 
flows between the electrodes, 40 

2. A portable coffee percolator as 
claimed in claim 1, characterised in that the 
two part body of the percolator as substan- 
tially of the shape of a jug. the upper part 
forming a container to receive mfused coffee 45 
and the lower part forming a water contain- 
er adautEd to be U3ed for infusion of the 
coffee being provided with a basal ftoor in 
which are secured two spaced apart heating 
decttodes connected to terminals arranged 50 
to receive an electric plug, at least the lower 
part of the body being made from an elec- 
trical insulating material. 

3. A portable coffee percolator as ctamv 
ed in ctorm 2 i nether characterised in that 55 
the lower part oi the body is extended b etow 
the basal floor to provide an extension form- 
ing a housing for the terminals and electrical 
connections and being formed wkh a wall 
providing a localised recess adapted to io- w 
coivo and pacnally enshroud a plug, the foot 
of the said extension being dosed by a re- 
movable insulating cover whereby to protect 
the terminals and electrical connections, 

4. A portable coffee percolator substan- 05 
tially as hereinbefore described with reference 
to and as illustrated in the accompanymg 
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the electrodes 6 ore completely uncovered no 
current flows between tie electrodes 6 thus 
the risk o! damage is eliminated. The only 
precaution necessary is to ensure Sat the 
. 3 electric current is not on making the elec- 
trodes 6 alive when water is being poured 
into the container 2. 

An advantage of the improved coffee per- 
colator is its mobility enabling it to be nee- 
10 Jy moved within the range imposed by the 
electric flex whereby to faeffitete the filling of 
cups with the infused coffee beverage. 
WHAT I CLAIM IS: — 
1. A portable coffee percolator includ- 
15 mg a lower part providing a water container 
forming an infusion chamber and furnished 
with an infusor element for receiving ground 
coffee and embodying a filter, and an upper 
part providing a container for receiving the 
30 infused coffee beverage, said container being 
formed with a centrally located percolator 
fnnneL and also having a spout, a hinged 
Gd and a handle, me two parts being remov- 
ably attached together by a bayonet joint 
25 connection, the percolator being charac- 
terised in that the water container is 
furnished with a pair of electrodes connect- 
able to a source of supply of electric entreat 
whereby with the container being fitted 
30 with water aid the electric current 
being switched on the electric current passes 
through the water which is. of course, a 
conductor, from one electrode to the other 
so heating the water by electroKtic action. 
35 and as the depth of water falls and the 
electrodes become partially uncovered the 
intensity of current i.e. amperage, flowing 



through the water diminishes until when the 
electrodes axe fully uncovered no current 
flows between the electrodes. 40 

2. A portable coffee percolator as 
claimed in* claim 1, characterised in that the 
two part body of the percolator is substan- 
tially of the shape of a jug, the upper part 
tooning a container to receive infused coffee 45 
and the lower part forming a water contain- 
er adapted to be used for infusion of the 
coffee being provided with a basal floor in 
which are secured two spaced apart heating 
electrodes connected to terminals arranged 50 
to receive an electric plug, at least the lower 
nazt of the body being made from an elec- 
trical insulating material. 

3. A DOrtabb coffee percolator as churn- 
ed in claim 2 further characterised in that 55 
the lower part of the body is extended below 
the basal Boor to provide an extension form- 
ing a housing for the terminals and electrical 
connection* and being formed with a. wall 
providing a localised recess adapted to re- 60 
cewo and partially enshroud a plug, the foot 
of the said extension bang dosed by a re- 
movable insulating cover whereby to protect 
Che terminals and dccfcocal connections.
